"2.—A story 
of 
eight days 
and nights 
of ceaseless 
labor under the 
most disheartening 
eonditicns, with death constantly star­ 
ing tin rn in the face, was told by the 
ten shipwrecked sailors of the Port­ 
land, Me., schooner 
Clara Goodwin, 
who reached here Wednesday on the 
schooner M artha Wallace. 
The men 
were taken from the sinking Goodwill 
Inst Friday. 
They were in a terribly 
exhausted condition and still showed 
the off et ta 
of the experience 
when 
they a r m e d here. 
The Clara Good­ 
win sailed 
from Jacksonville, 
Fla., 
Dec. 3 for New York. 
On Dec. 8, the 
schooner ran into 
a hurricane, and 
when it had spent its force' the schoon­ 
er had sprung a leak and began to till 
rapidly. 
Tho 
steam 
pumps 
were 
worked to their full rapacity, but still 
the water iii tho hold increased, until 
the 
vessel 
became 
unmanageable. 
With all hands manning the pumps a 
slight load on the w ater was gained 
and finally the schooner was worked 
in 
to 
’he southwest 
of 
Diamond 
shoals, where temporary shelter was 
found. 
The wind shifted and she was 
again at the mercy of the waves. Th rn 
followed a week of unremitting t., I, 
the conditions growing more unbear­ 
able every day and hope had almost 
tvcn abandoned when the Wallace ob 
served the signals of distress.

the 
waterlogged 
craft. Captain Osterman applied the 
torch and left her with every sail set 
and the Humes,mounting, skyward. 


T H R E A T E N T O S A C K T H E T O W N . 


Tribesmen Surround Alcazar and De­ 
mand French and British Subjects. 
Tangier, Dec. 23.—A courier from 
Alcazar, about sixteen 
miles north­ 
east of Tangier, states that tribesmen 
have surrounded Alcazar aud threaten 
to sack the town unless the French 
consul and 
one British subject 
are 
handed over to them. 
The French minister has demanded 
that the sultan take 
action for the 
protection of the consul at Alcazar. 
A detachm ent of imperial troops has 
just left Tangier, presumably for Alca­ 
zar. 
it is understood that the movement 
of the tribesmen is prompted by re­ 
venge.

The Jury In the 
Nan Patterson ease was locked up at 
11:25 
Thursday night, 
not 
having 
reached a verdict. 
At ll o’clock tho 
announcement came 
from the jury 
room that no decision had been ar­ 
rived at and immediately following a 
statement that Judge Davis would give 
the jury another half hour before lock­ 
ing them up. 
The hope of a verdict was dispelled, 
however, when a few minutes before 
11:30 
Captain Lynch 
of the 
court 
squad said that “it was all off” and the 
jury would be locked up for the night. 
Miss Patterson heard the news in 
the "pen” and it was so unexpected 
to lier that she came near to collaps­ 
ing. 
It was 
understood that 
the jury 
would continue consideration of the 
case in the small jury room contain­ 
ing only a few tables and chairs, and 
the jurors will have no opportunity to 
sleep unless they can nap in the small 
chairs. 


Alm o st a Nervous Wreck. 
As soon as the jury was locked up 
for the night Miss Patterson bade her 
father a tearful farewell and was es­ 
corted from 
the “pen” in the 
court 
building to her cell in the Tombs. The 
girl who showed such courage through 
the 
long trial 
is almost 
a nervous 
wreck. The great strength she former­ 
ly evinced has failed and she repeat­ 
edly exclaimed, “Oh, how can those 
men doubt my word.” 
There 
will 
be no 
opportunity of 
hearing from 
the jury again 
until 
10:30 Friday morning, the hour fixed j 
by the court 
for a report 
from the 
twelve men who are to decide the fate 
of the chorus girl. 
Immediately after 
the announce­ 
ment that the jury was locked up for 
the night 
officers cleared the 
corri­ 
dors of the court building of scores of 
newspaper 
men and attorneys 
who 
had anxiously awaited news from the 
jury. 
Murmurs 
of 
disappointment 
were heard 
from the crowd, 
which 
seemed convinced that the jury would 
never reach a decision. 
The latest rumors 
from the jury 
room vvus that three men were hold­ 
ing out against, nine who desired to 
acquit the defendant. 
It was report­ 
ed 
that the three 
Jurors 
were at 
odds 
as to the 
seriousness 
of the 
crime. 
One juror is said to be hold­ 
ing out for conviction for murder in 
the second degree and two others are 
reported to favor manslaughter in the 
second degree. 


Ho ld ing Out for Conviction. 
One rumor was so definite that it 
named a juror who had asked if he 
might fire the revolver as the man who 
is holding out for the conviction of 
Miss Patterson of murder In the sec­ 
ond degree. 
Thursday’s proceedings consisted of 
the 
charge to the 
jury bv 
Justice 
Davis, lasting something over an hour. 
He outlined the law and then sent the 
jury away. 
The judge adjourned his 
court 
late in the afternoon, 
saying 
that if a verdict was reached before 
ll o’clock 
ho would 
return to 
the 
building. 
Miss 
Nan Patterson, 
the 
former 
sbowr girl, spent an anxious evening in 
the criminal courts building awaiting 
the result of the deliberations of the 
twelve men who shortly 
after noon 
wert' 
sent to a jury 
room to decide 
whether she should be branded as the 
woman who fired the shot that killed 
Caesar Young, cr liberated to join her 
family. 
She had expected a speedy verdict, 
and had even packed her belongings 
and left them in a cell which has been 
her home 
for several 
months, blit 
evening carne and the jury went to 
dinner, and returned to its delibera­ 
tions with no sign of what the verdict 
would be. 
The suspense of the early days of 
the trial when Prosecutor Rand put 
witness after witness on the stand to 
complete a chain 
of circumstantial 
evidence 
against her, 
returned, al­ 
though 
outwardly 
Miss 
Patterson 
seemed to maintain the same quiet 
demeanor that has characterized her 
from the beginning. 


Variou s 
R u m o r s 
Afloat. 
Ar. the afternoon passed into even­ 
ing, various rumors were spread about 
the criminal courts building as to do­ 
ings in the jury room. 
The fact that 
one of the jurors, after the charge of 
Judge Davis, asked that he might take 
the revolver with which Young was 
killed to the jury room, gave rise to 
stories that tho jurymen were spend­ 
ing much time in experiments. 
But 
all these rumors were but idle talk 
apparently, for not an authentic hint 
reached the crowds 
congregated in 
and about the criminal courts build­ 
ing as to what 
was actually 
taking 
place. 
The great interest which the trial 
of Nan Patterson has attracted was 
never evidenced in a more pronounc­ 
ed way than Thursday afternoon and 
evening. 
Excluded 
from the 
corri­ 
dors of the 
court building 
several 
score 
of persons stood 
outside the 
main entrance in the slush and snow 
and cold at night, waiting for word 
that the jury had at last, agreed. 
It 
•was a quiet crowd but needed only the 
news of a verdict to start into a frenzy 
of excitement and cheering. 
In 
the corridors 
of the 
building 
near Judge 
Davis’ court, 
were IOO 
newspaper men and women, keeping a 
constant vigil 
and picking 
up here 
and there the scraps of information 
which 
filtered from 
no one 
knew 
where, concerning jury, defendant and 
attorneys.

Bolivar, Pa., Dec. 23.—Seven Aus­ 
trians were suffocated Thursday in the 
No. 
2 soft clay mine 
of the 
Reese 
Hammond 
Firebrick company 
near 
here. 
There were about twenty-five 
men in the mine. 
Of the eighteen who 
were rescued all art' iii bad shape and 
two are liable to die. 
The cause of the disaster was most 
peculiar. 
A small building 
burned 
down at the mouth of the mine anil the 
air shaft, acting as a sort of flue, drew 
into the draft the heat and smoke from 
the 
fire, thus 
suffocating the 
men, 
whose escape was shut off by the fire 
at the opening. Immediately the burn­ 
ing shanty was torn 
away and res­ 
cuers 
rushed into 
the 
mine, but al­ 
ready seven had 
succumbed to the 
heat and smoke.

Twenty-seven Persons in a Philadel­ 
phia Tenement Affected. 
Philadelphia, 
Dec. 
23.—Twenty- 
seven persons, most of them women 
and children, were overcome by coal 
gas in a crowded tenement house in 
the foreign settlem ent Friday morn 
ing. 
Twelve of them were in such a 
serious condition that they had to be 
taken to a hospital, but it is believed 
they will recover. 
The lower part of 
the tenement was occupied by a Turk­ 
ish bath establishment and the gas 
escaped flora a large furnace used in 
the baths. 
There were more than IDU 
persons in the upper part of the build­ 
ing, 
most of 
whom were 
Russian 
Jews. That no lives were lost was due 
to two policemen, who in passing the 
building, detected the gas, 
and im­ 
mediately began arousing the sleep­ 
ing occupants. 
Many 
of Them were 
unconscious and had 
to be carried 
from the place.

work.” 
The finding of an old coat on 
a portion of Culler mountain Thurs­ 
day gave rise to the rumor that the 
clothing had been found but it was 
proven that the garment had been dis­ 
carded by a miner working in the hills.

Roosevelt received over all 1,746,* 
768, and over Parker 2,547,578.

for Parker was

greatest 
Republican loss was in Texas an ! was 
79,833. 
The total gains of the Repub­ 
licans 
were 732.048, 
and the 
total 
losses 312,219; net gain. 419,799. The 
heaviest Republican 
gain was 128,- 
281. !n í ennsylvania. 
The Democrats polled more voles 
in 8 states than in P OO, but les- in 37 
Their total gains were 30,792; and tho 
tota! loss 1,291,491; net loss. 1.260.699. 
The eight states in w hkh the Demo­ 
crats made gains are Delaware, Geor­ 
gia, Massachusetts, Mississippi, New 
York, Rhode Dland, South Carolina 
and 
West 
Virginia. 
Thf* 
heaviest 
Democratic gain was 8.717 in Massa­ 
chusetts; the heaviest less, 175,455, in 
Illinois. 
Roosevelt carried 22 states against 
28 by McKinley, and 
has 336 elec­ 
toral votes under the opportionment 
of 1900. 
McKinley had 292 under tie* 
apportionment of 1880. there having 
been an addition of 29 by the last ap­ 
portionment. 
Parker carried 13 states against 17 
by Bryan, and has 140 electoral votes. 
Bryan had 155 under 
the apportion­ 
ment in force in 1900. 
Watson. People’s Party, received his 
largest vote* 
in Georgia. 
His total 
vote was 114.637. 
Barker polled 50,- 
218 in 1900. 
The Prohibition vote in 1900 was 
208,71*1; in November 260,303; a gain 
of 51.512. 


Socialist Vote Shows Big Increase. 
Four years ago the Socialists had an 
electoral ticket in 32 states, and polled 
87.769 votes. 
This year they had a 
ticket in thf* 45 states, and the Debs 
vote was 891,587. 
The 
vote of the Socialist 
T^abor 
party in 1900 was 39,944. 
This year 
it was 88.453. a less of 6.491. 
The Continental l^abor party had 
adherents only in Illinois— reallv Chi­ 
cago—where 830 votes were polled.

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Captain and Crew Rescued After En­ 
during 
Terrible 
Hardships. 
New 
York, Dec. 
22.—A story 
of 
eight days 
and nights 
of ceaseless 
labor under the 
most disheartening 
conditions, with death constantly star­ 
ing tin m in the face, was told by the 
ten shif)wrecked sailors of the Port­ 
land. .Mo., schooner 
Clara Goodwin, 
who reached here Wednesday on the 
schooner M artha Wallace. 
The men 
were taken from the sinking Goodwin 
Inst Friday. 
They were in a terribly 
exhausted condition and still showed 
the offet Is 
of the experience 
when 
they arrived here. 
The Clara Good­ 
win sailed 
from Jacksonville, 
Fla., 
Dec. 3 f o r New York. 
On Dec. 8, the 
schooner ran into 
a hurricane, and 
when it had spent its force the schoon­ 
er had sprung a leak and began to till 
rapidly. 
The 
steam 
pumps 
were 
worked to their full capacity, but still 
the water in the hold increased, until 
the 
vessel 
became 
unmanageable. 
With all hands manning tin* pumns a 
slight lead on the w ater was gained 
and finally the schooner was worked 
in 
to 
»he southwest 
of 
Diamond 
shoals, where temporary shelter was 
found. 
The wind shifted and she was 
again at the morcv of the waves. Th * 
followed a week of unremitting U. 1 
the conditions growing more unbear­ 
able every day and hope had almost 
b'*en abandoned when the Wallace oh 
served the signals of distress. 
before 
leaving 
the 
waterlogged 
craft. Captain Osterman applied the 
torch and left, her with every sail set 
and the flamea_mounting, skyward. 


T H R E A T E N T O SACK T H E T O W N . 


Tribesmen Surround Alcazar and De­ 
mand French and British Subjects. 
Tangier, Dec. 23.— A courier from 
Alcazar, about sixteen 
miles north­ 
east of Tangier, states that tribesmen 
have surrounded Alcazar and threaten 
to sack the town unless the French 
consul and 
one British subject 
are 
handed over to them. 
The French minister has demanded 
lhat the sultan take 
action for the 
protection of the consul at Alcazar. 
A detachm ent of imperial troops has 
just left Tangier, presumably for Alca­ 
zar. 
it is understood that the movement 
of the tribesmen is prompted by re­ 
venge. 


New York, Dec. 23. 
The Jury in the 
Nan Patterson case was locked up at 
11:25 
Thursday night, 
not 
having 
reached a verdict. 
A t 11 o’clock the 
announcement came 
from the jury 
room that no decision had been ar­ 
rived at and immediately following a 
statement that Judge Davis would give 
the jury another half hour before lock­ 
ing them up. 
The hope of a verdict was dispelled, 
however, when a few minutes before 
11:30 
Captain Lynch 
of the 
court 
squad said that "it was all oft"’ and the 
jury would be locked up for the night. 
Miss Patterson heard the news in 
the "pen" and it was so unexpected 
to her that she came m ar to collaps­ 
ing. 
It was 
understood that 
the jury 
would continue consideration of the 
case in the small jury room contain­ 
ing only a few tables and chairs, and 
the jurors will have no opportunity to 
sleep unless they can nap in the small 
chairs. 


Almost a Nervous Wreck. 


As soon as the jury was locked up 
for the night Miss Patterson bade her 
father u tearful farewell and was es­ 
corted from 
the "pen” in the 
court 
building to her cell in the Tombs. The 
girl who showed such courage through 
the 
long trial 
is almost 
a nervous 
wreck. The great strength she former­ 
ly evinced has failed and she repeat­ 
edly exclaimed, "Oh, how can those 
men doubt my word.” 
There 
will 
be no 
opportunity of 
hearing from 
the jury again 
until 
10:30 Friday morning, the hour fixed 
by the court 
for a report 
from the 
twelve men who are to decide the fate 
of the chorus girl. 
Immediately after 
the announce­ 
m ent that the jury was locked up fo r 
the night 
officers cleared the 
corri­ 
dors of the court building of scores of 
newspaper 
men and attorneys 
who 
had anxiously awaited news from the 
jury. 
Murmurs 
of 
disappointment 
were heard 
from the crowd, 
which 
seemed convinced that the jury would 
never reach a decision. 
The latest rumors 
from the jury 
room was that three men were hold­ 
ing out against nine who desired to 
acquit the defendant. 
It was report­ 
ed 
that the three 
jurors 
were at 
odds 
as to the 
seriousness 
of the 
crime. 
One juror is said to be hold­ 
ing out for conviction for murder in 
the second degree and two others are 
reported to favor m anslaughter in the 
second degree. 


Holding Out for Conviction. 
One rumor was so definite that it 
named a juror who had asked if he 
might fire the revolver as the man who 
is holding out for the conviction or' 
Miss Patterson of m urder in the sec­ 
ond degree. 
Thursday’s proceedings consisted of 
the 
charge to the 
jury bv 
Justice 
Davis, lasting something over an hour. 
He outlined the law and then sent the 
jury away. 
The judge adjourned his 
court 
late in the afternoon, 
saying 
that if a verdict was reached before 
11 o’clock 
ho would 
return to 
the 
building. 
Miss 
Nan Patterson, 
the 
former 
show girl, spent an anxious evening in 
the criminal courts building awaiting 
the result of the deliberations of the 
twelve men who shortly 
after noon 
were 
sent to a jury 
room to 
decide 
whether she should be branded as tin* 
woman who fired the shot that killed 
Caesar Young, or liberated to join her 
family. 
She had expected a speedy verdict, 
and had oven packed her belongings 
and left them in a cell which has been 
her home 
for several 
months, blit 
evening came and the jury went to 
dinner, and returned to its delibera­ 
tions with no sign of what the verdict 
would he. 
The suspense of the early days of 
the trial when Prosecutor Rand put 
witness after witness on the stand to 
complete a chain 
of circumstantial 
evidence 
against her, 
returned, al­ 
though 
outwardly 
Miss 
Patterson 
seemed to maintain the same quiet 
demeanor that has characterized her 
from the beginning. 


Various 
Rumors 
Afloat. 
As the afternoon passed into even­ 
ing, various rumors were spread about 
the criminal courts building as to do­ 
ings in the jury room. 
The fact that 
one of the jurors, after the charge of 
Judge Davis, asked that he might take 
the revolver with which Young was 
killed to the jury room, gave rise to 
stories that tho jurymen were spend­ 
ing much time in experiments. 
But 
all t h e s e rumors were but. idle talk 
apparently, for not an authentic hint 
reached the crowds 
congregated in 
and about the criminal courts build­ 
ing as to what 
was actually 
taking 
place. 
The great interest which the trial 
of Nan Patterson has attracted was 
never evidenced In a more pronounc­ 
ed way than Thursday afternoon and 
evening. 
Excluded 
from the 
corri­ 
dors of the 
court building 
several 
score 
of persons stood 
outside the 
main entrance in the slush and snow 
and cold at night, waiting for word 
that the Jury had at last agreed. 
It 
was a quiet crowd but needed only the 
news of a verdict to start into a frenzy 
of excitement and cheering. 
In 
the corridors 
of the 
building 
near Judge 
Davis’ court, 
were 100 
newspaper men and women, keeping a 
constant vigil 
and picking 
up here 
and there the scraps of information 
which 
filtered from 
no one 
knew 
where, concerning jury, defendant and 
attorneys.

SEVEN AUSTRIAN'S DIE

Bolivar, Pa., Deo. 23.—Seven Aus­ 
trian» were suffocated Thursday in tho 
No. 
2 soft clay mine 
of the 
Reese 
Hammond 
Firebrick company 
near 
here. 
There were about twenty-five 
men in the mine. 
Of the eighteen who 
were rescued all are in bad shape and 
two are liable to die. 
The cause of the disaster was most 
peculiar. 
A 
small building 
burned 
down at the mouth of the mine and the 
air shaft, acting as a sort of flue, drew 
into the draft the heat and smoke from 
the 
fire, thus 
suffocating the 
men, 
whose escape was shut off by the fire 
at the opening. Immediately the burn­ 
ing shanty was torn 
away and res­ 
cuers rushed into the 
mine, but al­ 
ready seven had 
succumbed to the 
heat and smoke.

Twenty-seven Persons in a Philadel­ 
phia Tenement Affected. 
Philadelphia, 
Dec. 
23.—Twenty- 
seven persons, most of them women 
ami children, were overcome by coal 
gas in a crowded tenement house in 
the foreign settlem ent Friday morn­ 
ing. 
Twelve of them were in such a 
serious condition that they had to be 
taken to a hospital, but it is believed 
they will recover. 
The lower part of 
the tenem ent was occupied by a Turk­ 
ish bath establishment and the gas 
escaped from a large furnace used in 
the baths. 
There were more than 100 
persons in the upper part of the build­ 
ing, 
most of 
whom were 
Russian 
Jews. That no lives were lost was due 
to two policemen, who in passing the 
building, detected the gas, 
and im­ 
mediately began arousing the sleep­ 
ing occupants. 
Many 
of them were 
unconscious and had 
to be carried 
from the place.

Colorado Officials Unable to Solve Cui- 
ter Mountain Mystery. 
Colorado Springs, Colo., Dec. 23.— 
“We have exhausted every possible 
clue and have traced up every missing 
woman that has been reported to us 
until we are now at the end of our 
string,” said Chief of Police Reynolds 
Thursday night. 
"W e can do nothing 
now but await the results of the wide 
publicity which tho press has given 
the description of the dead girl found 
on Culler mountain, in the hope that 
her friends 
in some portion 
of the 
country may supply the necessary in­ 
formation to permit of our going to 
work.” 
The finding of an old coat on 
a portion of Culter mountain Thurs­ 
day gave rise to the rumor that the 
clothing had been found but it was 
proven that the garment had been dis­ 
carded by a miner working in the hills. 


G O V E R N O R 
B R A D Y 
R E P O R T S . 


Gives W h ite Population of Alaska as 
26,550 Persons. 
Washington, Dec. 
23.—The annual 
report of the governor of Alaska, John 
G. Brady, made public at the interior 
department Thursday, estimates the 
total white population of that district 
at 26,550, with 
possibly a 
small in­ 
crease in tho native population since 
the 1900 census, which made the to­ 
tal number of natives 29,536. 
The re­ 
port asks for better transportation fa­ 
cilities. representation by a delegate 
in congress, legislation to encourage* 
the home seeker and 
home builder, 
and for the detail of one or more gun­ 
boats to cruise in Alaskan waters to 
protect industries there. 
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
